Mr, Clarry, it is stated, has been of- 
fered the position of master-in-cham- 
bers at Calgary, This 1s practically 
paramount to a judgeship, but unlike 
a judge the master-in-chambers sits on 
cases every day, though not for final 
decision,

eight years before that time, previous 
to which he practiced at Carberry, 
Manitoba for 12 years, He has been In 
the west since 1881 and has a happy 
faculty of making friends with prac- 
tically everyone with whom he comes in 
contact, while his ability as a legal 
practitioner is unquestioned, He is 
gifted with what is known as the judi- 
cial mind or legal temperament.

COAL MINING | 


A BIG SUCCESS 


ope 
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Tried in Edmonton for the First 
Time This Year by Twin 
City Coal Company, 


DESPITE FEARS EXPRESSED 
SOFTNESS NO DRAWBACK 


Industry Which is Often Over- 
looked Here is One of the 
Most Important, 


A new method of coal mining has 
been tested out this winter in Edmon- 
ton and is apparently giving entire sat- 
isfaction. It is known to coal miners 
as the long wall system and is used 
almost exclusively in the Lancaster- 
shire and other coal district in Great 
Hritain. It has been the general belief 
among coal men that this process could 
not be successfully adopted here owing 
to the softness of the lignite deposits. 

Some months ago Manager Duncan 
McKay of the Twin City Coal company, 
started to work the upper seam in the 
above manner, at the 80 foot level, the 
coal is taken out for a width of 400 
feet in the shape of a half moon and the 
whole deposit is mined as the work 
advances, A main tunnel is opened up 
through the center of the face and 
passages are run to right and left of 
this main tunnel at a distance of, 30 
feet apart. As the coal is mined the 
vacant space is filled up with the rock 
and other waste material that is taken 
down with the coal in the process ot 
mining. By cutting the coal out in 
semi-circles across a face of 400 feet 
it distributes the weight of the over- 
burden and causes it to setUle gradu. 
ally as the coal seam is removed, 


Is Less Expensive. 


This process is less expenive in that 
it does not require the timbering in the 
tunnels that are commonly in use in 
the pillar and room system, and permits 
of the removal of all the coal at one 
operation, As the pasages are being | 
cut, square timbers are inserted as pil- | 
lars at close intervals apart and the 
space between these is then filled up 
with the rock and waste materials, 

The Twin City is also mining on the 
second .level where the coal seam is 
increased to over six feet of clear coal 
without the sign of bone, The tunnels 
are in from the shaft over 3,000 feet. 
The output of the mine has been in- 
creased since the new compressor and 
other new machinery has been instal- 
led, bringing the possible daily output 
up to over 600 tons, At the present 
time the average daily output is well) 
over 800 tons. To do this work it re-| 
quires 125 men, working in three shifts. 


Work Two Shifts. 


The coal is raised’ between the hours 
of 8 and 4 during the day, The coal 
cutters work in two shifts, from 4 to 
14 and from 12 to 8 To supply the de- 
mand six coal cutting machines are 
operated in the mine. 

The mining of coal is one of the led- 
monton industries that is sometimes 
overlooked and is one of the most im- 
portant in the city. There are several 
other mines besides the Twin City 
within the city limits and the import- 
ance of the coal mining industry to the 


city cannot be overestmiated. In the 
Twin City mine alone with 125 men 


employed, the cost of mining operations 

for each month runs well over the 

$10,000 mark.

Most checks can be changed 
very easily, while absolutely any check 
except one in which the paper has been 
pressed down and something stamped 
in the pressed-down part which would

The $16,000,000 lost by check issuers 
in the United States last vear was out- 
side of forgerics, the thefts and all 
other means except raising the amounts 
payable on their faces, .And when a 
check is raised the man who signs it 
loses, not the bank that pays it as in 
the case of a forgery. 

Several Ways to Do It. 

There are seyeral ways of raising 
checks, Some are easy, some difficult; 
some take perhaps a day or more to 
make “perfect,” others can be changed 
to look absolutely genuine in almost 
as many minutes. 

Suppose Bill Thompson signs a check 
for $5, payable to John Smith, Jehn 
Smith may be as honest as the day Is 
long, but suppose he hands it to Jim 
Jones in payment for something. Jones 
may be only half as honest as Smith 
and besides, he may need the money, 
so he goes to. the bank and gets the 
eheck accepted, but no cashed, Then 
he goes home and with a litle fresh 
chloride of lime, first a weak solution 
and then a strong one, rubs off eyid- 
ently written on the check except the 
signature and the acceptance of the 
bank. Then he has a genuine signature 
and an acceptance by the bank and the 
rest of the check is as clean as u 
whistle. He then fills it in for as much 
as he thinks he can get 
Hle does not take any chances of the 
check’s being returned marked “no 
account,” or “not sufficient funds,” as 
he has had it accepted, Of course he 
cannot go to the bank in this case, but 
there are more ways than one of pret- 
ting a check cashed which is »lainly 
marked “accepted” by the bank. As 
soon as he has accomplished this, he 
suddenly is called away from the city, 
and the next day Gil! Thompson has 
his account at the bank lessened by 
whatever amount Jones thought he 
needed, He is surprised but on de-

Acid Proof Ink. 

Of course there 1s acid proof ink 
which some firms use for checks, but 
the writing with it can be rubbed off 
even more easily by using a little com- 
mon castile soap, Then there are 
papers tinted in such a way that chlor- 
{de of lime will color the part applied 
to white, which would spoil the whole 
thing—if there were not an easy way 
to get over it. The method used is to 
wash the tint off the whole check und, 
after it has been raised to suit, tint it 
over again with ordinary dye, 


Perforated Checks Raised. 

Even perforated checks can, and have 
been changed, and cashed for the raised 
amount, A notable case of this kind 
was the famous Dean draft drawn De- 
cember 18, 1895, for $12 in favor of A. 
H, Dean, the same man who wags ar- 
rested in connection with the robbery 
of the Bank of Montreal at New West- 
minister more recently. This check was

These are only a few of the more 
notable cases which are being pulled

A year ago last November FE. 8. Gue- 
genhein, of New York, was arrested in 
Calgary after the Bank of Quebec there 
had discovered that a check upon which

Another sli¢k artist worked about a 
dozen of the most prominent merchants 
of Saskatoon for an average of $60 each 
last March. His practice was to open 
accounts at several banks in the city 
for small amounts, and then ask to 
have small checks, generally for $7.50 
or $8.60 marked, explaining that he 
wished to pay some small accounts. He 
made out these checks so that at the 
end of the word “seven” or “eight” he 
had: plenty of room to add “ty or “y,” 
land the same space was conveniently 
left in the margin. Then he would go to 
a store, buy a small quantity of goods 
and get the balance in cash, which was 
always given as the checks were mark- 
ed by the banks, 

Many Cases Yearly 

ITundreds of cases occur yearly about 
which the public never hear, In many 
cases even the police do not hear, al- 
though the Bankers' Protective associ- 
ations on both sides of the line put 
them into the hands of their secret ser- 
vice agents, And often the man who is 
stuck does not like to let anyone know 
he was taken in so easily, 

Up to the present time, ft fis not 
known that anyone has discovered a 
way to successfully raise a check which 
has something pressed down or partly 
eut through so as to limit the amount 
to be paid, One of the machines which 
thus cuts through is called the protec- 
tograph and costs about $30 or §40, But 
there is a man who now proposes to 
fly across the Atlantic in 18 hours, and 
it need not surprise a sensation-loving 
world to hear of the man who can 
raise any check under the sun, and get 
the cash for it, which would be making 
money even more easily than the bird- 
man, or man-bird who proposes to do 
the wing stunt over the stormy Atlan- 
tic. And the danger could not be much

Dr. Anna Shaw, Suffrage 
Leader, Is 67 Today 

When Rey Anna Howard Shaw, M. 
D., president of the National Woman 
Suffrage association, was a girl of 
four, arrived in America from her 
native England, not a single state in 
the union gave the fair sex the right 
to the ballot. She will celebrate her 
sixty-seventh birthday today happy 
in the knowledge that nine states have 
given women complete voting equality 
with men, and that woman suffrage, 
to a greater or lesser extent, prevaiis 
in many other — states, For this 
achievement, accomplished without the 
adoption of militant methods, she 
might be pardoned for congratulating 
herself, for ,ever since her girlhood, 
she has been prominent in the “cause” 
and for a full decade she has been the 
acknowledged leader of the movement 
in the United States. Dr. Shaw was 
born in Newcastle-on-Tyne, England 
on St. Valentine's day in 1847, After 
four years in England and four years 
in Massachusetts, she went with her 
parents to Michigan, traveling to that 
backwoods country by canal boat and 
“prairie schooner.” The family was 
very poor, and the ambitious girl had 
to work her own way through Albion 
college, in Michigan, and the theologt- 
cal and medical departments of Bos- 
ton university, During her student 
days in Boston she lived in a garret, 
ate the crust of poverty, and wore 
coarse clothing that made her an ob- 
jJect of ridicule and still found time to 
do humanitarian, religious and medical 
work among Boston's poor. As for 
herself, she was not poor, but rich— 
rich in hope, enthusiasm, ambition 
and the spirit of helpfulness. After 
completing the theological course, and 
taking up missionary work in ‘the 
slums she still found that she “had 
nothing the people wanted.” So with- 
out any capital but a strong will and 
a firm faith, she spent four years in 
studying medicine, so that she might 
kive free treatment to the poor. It 
was while engaged in this labor that 
Dr. Shaw reached the conclusion that 
male government was imperfect, and 
that the conditions against which she 
contended could never be permanently 
improved until women participated in 
the affairs of state, 
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of gratuities by the Canadian 
people, in cash, land and credits, is more than seven hundred 
million dollars; a sum considerably greater than the national 
debt and equal to the aggregate value of the wheat crop of the 
Dominion for the past ten years. 

In the face of these insane gratuities, in which, all things 
considered, it has shared as handsomely as the others, the 
Canadian Northern now proposes to come back to the 
Dominion government with a demand for $25,000,000 more, 
and the basis for this demand is the same as when, last year, 
they came and got $17,000,000 out of the public treasury. 
It is this, that if the government does not come through with 
the money the present owners cannot carry out their pro- 
gramme of construction and the country will be done a tre- 
mendous financial injury. 

As every dollar contributed to a railway constitutes a 
double debt upon the public, the dollar which the government 
gives being invariably borrowed and interest bearing, and the 
dollar which the railway receives being capitalized by the 
railway against the public and dividend bearing, the greatest 
financial disaster which can overtake the Canadian people, 
evidently, is to continue the crazy course which has been 
followed in the past in dealing with railways, 

In the matter of the Canadian Northern there is only one 
solution which will protect the people of the Dominion of 
Canada and that is for the government to take over the

He made lecturo 
tours of England, Scotland and Ire- 
hand, Returning to America, he es- 
tablished a weekly newspaper in 
Rochester, N.Y. He was accused of 
complicity in John Brown's raid, and 
sought refuge in England, When war 
broke out between the states, Douglass 
raised two regiments of negro treops 
in Massachusetts, 

After the war Douglass published a 
newspaper in Washington, and held 
several public positions, including that 
of minister to Hayti, He died in Wash- 
ington on February 20, 1895, There 
have been, and perhaps are, greater 
negroes than Douglass; but among the 
orators of his race he reigns supreme.
